Born in Utica, N, Y. on Sept, 
29, 1910, Mr, Kellmurray was 
educated at Utica Free Academy 
and later at Yale University where 
he received a master of arts de= 
gree in 1941, He later taught and 
served as a counselor for freshe=

Before coming to Andover, Mr, 
Kellmurray served three years 
with the Department of Interior 
in Washington, D, C, during which 
period he became suddenly blind, 
He learned braille and worked with 
a seeing eye dog until his sight 
was unexpectedly restoredin1941, 
All the major wire services and 
the Saturday Evening Post carried

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A First 


Last week the Selectmen confirmed the appointment of 
a new tax collector. The announcement of-a successor 
to James Christie, who retires this fall after 28 years at 
Town Hall, seemed routine enough. But the event was, in 
a sense, historic. 

This is the first time a key administrative post has 


been filled under the terms of the municipal personnel 
system put into effect by the manager a year ago; the first 
time such a job has gone to a man selected impartially, on 
the basis of qualifications alone. It was the first real 
test of the merit system, and the results were undoubtedly 
a surprise to those town employees who regarded with 
skepticism the adoption of such a pattern for the selection 
and advancement of personnel. This instance is proof 
that it can work. 

The Selectmen are to be commended for putting tradition 
aside and permitting the merit system to function. 

Prior to the adoption of the manager charter, the tax 
collector and other major administrators were elected at 
the polls. 

The responsibility for such appointments has belonged 
to the manager since the change in government, but not 
until last year was there an established procedure for the 
processing of applicants. It was customary for candidates 
and their friends to lobby and it was customary for the 
Selectmen to inject themselves into the selection pro- 
cess. 

It was natural that in this latest instance they should 
find themselves pressured to intercede again. And it was 
natural for them, as creatures of politics to be tempted. 
It is to their credit that they did not resist publicly the 
shift to a personnel system that guarantees fair considera- 
tion for all applicants of municipal positions. 

No system of hiring and firing is certain to produce 
the right man for the right job every single time. But a 
system that treats applicants equally and measures them 
against established standards is the only practical one — 
particularly for a public administration. 


An Obligation 


If Raytheon Company comes -to the point of needing 
water from the municipal supply in order to make up its 
deficit, the town has an obligation to come to her rescue. 
This is the position of the manager and that taken by the 
selectmen last week. 

It is a point of view that must be shared by the towns- 
people, even if meeting the need should make necessary 
renewed water disciplines for residents. 

Raytheon has alerted the town to the possibility that in 
the very near future she may not be able to draw enough 
from the Shawsheen to meet the requirements of her pro- 
duction operations. This is so in spite of the fact that 
the missile manufacturer uses, filters and returns to the 
river some 700,000 gallons of water a day. It is so despite 
the fact that the company is economizing on the use of 
water, even in certain production departments. It is so 
because the Shawsheen is yielding less bountifully than 
at any time in recollected history. 


If Andover is asked, she must respond. To do otherwise 
would be to shout abroad, as Selectman White has said, 
that the climate for industry in Andover is unfavorable. 

But there is more to it than that. Andover has the 
responsibility to take care of her own in an emergency, 
and ‘‘her own’’ includes the businesses and industries 
that function here, provide employment, infuse money into 
the local economy and pay taxes upon the properties they 
hold. No other attitude is conscionable. 

There has been an inclination to protect the towns- 
people from the news that they may have to sacrifice 
something in order to keep Raytheon running. We see no 
need for this protection. Surely there cannot be more than 
a handful of people in Andover who would ‘‘misunder- 
stand’’ the need — or value their landscaping projects on 
a par with an operation that affects the lives of so many 
people. 


Only an enraged citizenry, ‘‘fed up with poverty, 
sickened by destruction of natural beauty, scandalized by 
and enraged by the injustice of racial im- 
balance’’ can eliminate these blights from the social 
scene. — — Massachusetts Lt. Governor Elliot L. Richard- 
son, at the Northeast Fish and Wildlife Conference.

- Libraries Are Changing 


New York - While nearly every 
school has a library of sorts, more 
schools are discovering that a 
centralized library with a 
qualified, full-time librarian can 
become a major factor in achild’s 
education, 

In fact, an interview with 100 
college seniors planning elemen= 
tary teaching careers showed that 
most rated a centralized school 
library above all other services, 

Concrete proof of the wisdom 
of this assessment has come in 
the last few years, It’s all thanks 
to a grant of $1,130,000 from the 
Knapp Foundation Inc, to the 
American Library Assn, ~ with the 
successful launching of a five-year 
program to convert certain 
selected school libraries into vital 
learning materials centers, 

Before the conclusion of the 
Knapp School Libraries Project, 
a total of five elementary schools 
and three secondary schools will 
have served as demonstration 
centers. Their original library

The inclusion of teachers in the 
teams of visitors - according to 
Miss Peggy Sullivan, director of 
the Knapp Project - has already 
revealed to them how their co= 
operative planning can result in 
overall benefit for the student, 
With more assistance, the 
librarian is free to plan materials 
for specific units of work as re= 
quired by the teacher, and, intime, 
to assist the teacher further by 
recommending materials for new 
approaches or topics in various 
areas, 

With its wide array of new 
methods and materials = including 
filmstrips, recordings, displays, 
maps, pictures, special collece- 
tions, group discussions, in= 
dividual guidance and study, and 
even educational games - the well- 
organized, centralized library in 
the school helps encourage a 
child’s personal reading tastes 
and abilities, It also points the way 
for educational trends of the future, 

For, according to leading educa= 
tors, the school of the future will 
place much more emphasis on the 
development of individual student 
responsibility for learning and 
growth in intellectual inquiry. In 
fact, most high school students will 
spend about 12 hours per week in
